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NOTES FROM THE ANNUAL 
REPORT 


Each year the Public Library increases 
its book stock and lends more books to 
more people; keeping pace with, and a 
little ahead of the growth of the city. 


New books added during the year num- 
bered 6287, but 2402 were worn out and 
withdrawn, leaving the net gain 3865, 
making the total number of volumes in 
the main library and its branches 93,821. 


The home circulation was 347,419, an 
average of more than five books lent 
to every citizen, but as only twenty-five 
per cent of the citizens are registered 
~ “borrowers, they read on an average nine- 
teen volumes each. 

The adult department of the main 
library showed an increase of nearly ten 
thousand volumes, most of which was 
of books other than fiction. This is 
partly the result of more personal atten- 
tion and assistance now given to the 
individual borrower in his selection of 
books. 


Circulation through the branches and 
stations was forty-six per cent of the 
whole; Rowland Branch leading with 
58,684, about evenly divided between 
adult and juvenile. At the other branches 
children’s books averaged about seventy 
per cent. 


The circulation of children’s books 
from all agencies was 180,681 or fifty- 
two per cent of the total home use of 
books. Children are the library’s best 
readers, and this large number of books 
was read by 6867 children, or an average 
of twenty-six books for each child. 


There were 6070 borrower’s cards is 
sued making the total number of library 
patrons 18,351, of which children are 
thirty-seven per cent. 


ART ROOM 


The Library increased its service to 
the public by opening a room on the 
second floor devoted especially to art 
books, where about 3,100 volumes on all 
phases of art are shelved. These include 
many expensive illustrated books which 
are for reference use only, but seventy- 
five per cent of the collection is available 
for home use. There are twenty-five cur- 
rent periodicals on file on the various arts, 
as architecture, music, painting, etc. 

The picture collection will be enlarged 
and developed to better meet the needs 
of the schools and the public, and special 
attention will be given to all phases of 
GOsMMe het 1a eb ee re 

All of the books about music and many 
bound volumes of music are on. the 
shelves and it is hoped that they will be 
increasingly useful to a large number of 
music students.
